The Kings English 



The Daily Princetonian pays its respects to the treatment of 
the King's English at the hands of the average undergraduate in 
the following sentences : 

"Lord Chesterfield once said that what a man is at nineteen 
he will be for the remainder of his life, and, although the age limit 
might be postponed a year or two, there is little doubt that when 
a man graduates from college to-day, his characteristics are fairly 
permanently established. In the light of this fact, there seems 
to be little hope for the purity of our English tongue in the future. 
The college-bred man is supposed to be peculiarly able to express 
himself in grammatically correct language ; to be the moulder, in 
fact, of the literary and oral styles of his day. Yet one of the 
outstanding traits of the undergraduate in America is his inability 
to talk or write good, clear, idiomatic English. 

"We have all of us frequently witnessed the saddening spec- 
tacle of an undergraduate attempting an extemporaneous oration, 
or even a plain speech ; we have heard the unfortunate stumble 
and grope for words; we have felt with him in his grief at not 
finding the proper expression, and our sorrow has been great. In 
writing an essay, the average student encounters the same diffi- 
culty; his paucity of words, lack of fluency, and labor of expres- 
sion all tend to increase the burden of his task. The principal 
cause of this is the prevalence of the use of slang. 

"Slang is such a convenient vehicle of expression, and is so 
insidious in any atmosphere, that it is difficult not to acquire, and 
harder still to get rid of when the speaker is once infected with it. 
Only a scare, such as using in mixed company a phrase not in- 
tended for mixed company, can inform us of our predilection for 
the habit, and only continual use of good English can root it out. 
This takes effort, but pays in the end, for the business or pro- 
fessional man who has not sufficient command of words and 
fluency of expression to make clear his meaning with precision and 
force will always be under a decided handicap. The miscreant 
who ends every attempted explanation with, 'You know what I 
mean,' is frequently guilty of falsehood, and always of inefficiency. 

"Debating in colleges lias I .con accused, among other things, of 
inadequacy in fulfilling its main purpose, i.e., to teach men how to 
debate. The members of the Intercollegiate teams prepare, with 
the aid of books, instructors and librarians, as strong a case as 
they can during the month or so allowed between the announce- 
ment of the topic and the day of the debate. They learn their 
speech pretty thoroughly by heart, assimilate whatever elegance 
of gesture they are capable of, and, on the great occasion, don their 
dress suit and perform their act. The real training, which will 
do them good in later year, was obtained in the preliminaries be- 
fore they began work on the debate at all. In the actual practice 
of expression, whether writing, formal speaking, or mere conver- 
sation, will the undergraduate find his only field for improving his 
knowledge and treatment ci the King's English." 



A land of mud mid blood yes, 
that's it. mud and blood, An officer] 
has just passed by nic witli the life- 
blood of u comrade splashed over his 
mud-covered tunic; and wc are an- 
other man less in the firing line. 
Another man has made the supreme 
sacrifice, and somewhere over In the 
home-land a lass will wail in vain for 
the home-coming of a soldier-lover. , 
In the churchyard of a shell-rocked 
church his body now lies "somewhere 
in Trance." That is where we arc, 
"somewhere in France," and yet the 
very vagueness of our whereabouts 
seems in accord with everything 
else, for life Is so topsy-turvy and un- 
real ihat even the bursting shell, the 
deadly rattle of the machine-guns 
sweeping the parapet with death-deal- 
ing bullets, the incessant smack of 
the sniper's bullets against the sand- 
bags just over our beads do not make 
lis fully realize how topsy-turvy It 
all is. Only a few hours ago a com- 
rade lying asleep on the floor of our 
billet, a deserted village school, bad 
his arm torn by shrapnel, which 
smashed through the window. All last 
night heavy shells .wore dropping 
right and left of us, and the terrible 
explosions lit up the room with a bril- 
liant light. But no one cared— worn 
out by four days In the tiring line, 
blessed sleep was our JusL reward, 
though wo were fully equipped, ex- 
pecting a momentary call to move up 
to the line, where the Huns were 
sending over their gas. But the ra- 
pid fire in which the British infantry- 
man excels, prevented the develop- 
ment of the attack. To-morrow wc 
return to the firing line, where they 
have smashed down our parapets, and 
the Huns promise us a fine strapping 
for Christmns Day. "Peace on earth, 
good will to men!" How can we sin 
so desperately against our common 
clnyV Why should it be necessary 
for men to stand face to face striving 
to annihilate each other with some 
devilish device? But this is no : time 
to allow the mind to dwull on the 
wherefore of it all. It is right against 
might. There Is the plain duty to be 
done, and, later on, we can dwell upon 
the moral and spiritual factors of war, 
blood-red war. Maybe then, when the 
angel of peace has come again to 
dwell in our midst, our hearts and 
mind will be more attuned to the 
message of peace and good-will by 
reason of the awful horrors of actual 
fighting In the battlefield. 

"I'd ha' given my life a hundred 



times to save Jack." Thus muttered 
"Ginger" as he and 1 a few nights ago 
stood on sentry go. our faces set to- 
wards "No Man's Land," frequently 
lit up by brilliant flare:; from our side 
and the line where the Huns at pre- 
sent have their being. No groat dis- 
tance this, for, from our sap, bombs 
can he lobbed over to their trenches, 
and the scream of pain following a 
lucky throw tells Its own story. "Gin- 
ger - ; hailed from the north or Eng- 
land, and his regiment was mixed up 
with ours in the trenches. He was 
the "hard case " of his company. Peace 
time. soldiering brought for him spells 
in the guard-room for some breach or 
other of military discipline. Here is 
his story told to me as we searched 
the front for any movement of our 
foes. His words were intermingled 
by the zip of the sniper's bullets and 
the occasional spasms of machine-gun 
fire. "Jack, he was my young bro- 
ther; one night we tried to lake the 
opposite trench «— we failed. Jack 
got hit in the leg, and, when i got 
back to the safety of our own trench, 
he was missing. When it. was dark I 
crawled out and found him close up 
against, their wire, unable to move. 
They kept, on trying to plug me, but 
my luck was In; I humped Jack on 
uiy shoulders and crawled back some 
ways, but they began to put 'whiz 
bangs' over us, so I put him In a shell 
crater and came back to gel help.

1 rent & card home- t<> 
say Jack vas on his way horns 
wounded. Ten days later they found 
his dead body — death had ensued 
from exposure, but he had crawled 
away from the place I had put him, 
and the hearers couldn't find him, 
Now, by the God above, 1 am going to 
jsauarê ills account." "Ginger" stands 
to-night on watch, and one of these 
nights he will be going across with 
some bombs to square his account for 
the brother who has died that Eng- 
land might live. "Ginger" was rc- 
roinmended for the Victoria Cross, but 
his previous record barred him from 
the award. That is the kind of man 
who is holding England's frontier line 
in this land of mud and blood. The 
war is made up of these stones and 
"Ginger," and I changed our relief at 
the dawn, stand 10. I may never sec 
him again: but 1 wonder if he knows 



thai his story will he read in n far 
western land and he be blessed for 
Hie man lie is. 

The sergeant-major has noiselessly 
come up to me and stands on (he fire 
step with keen eyes watching the low 
mound in from which marks the cue- , 
my's trench. At thai moment a ma- 1 
chine-gun —Heaven knows how many 
the Huns have every few yards — be- 
gins to sweep along our parapet from 
tho left. "Duck," he said. When I 
duck (l ducked before he did) the 
bullets rained over our heads. Your 
soldiers home from the front will tell 
you what, they sound like. Straighten- 
ing himself up the sergeant-major 
grasped my rifle lying across the 
parapet and pressed bis cheek to the 
butt. "Crack" and a spurt of flame. 
Mcthinks some Hun" gunner died at 
that moment, for the maehlno-gun 
ceased Its rattle, and the major had 
not learned his marksmanship on the 
Indian frontier potting I'uzzy-wuzzlcs 
in vain. 

"Stand to." The bitter words are 
passed on, bitter because "stand to" 
comes at the blackest hour, the dark- 
est hour of the night. The moon has 
waned, but the stars throw a chill, 
steely glimmer 111 the trenches, half 
full of mud. The sky looks blacker 
and more depressing than at any oth- 
er time of the long, long, weary night. 
There is a sling in the biting air. The 
men arc pale and weary, yawning and 
stiff. The silence is shattered by 
sudden bursts of firing, which die 
again, so thui a death-like stillness 
settles on everything, a stillness more 
trying to the nerves than anything I 
wot of. The moments creep on with 
leaden feet. The pale glimmer of the 
dawn appears in the eastern sky. 
What arc we all thinking about as we 
shiver and stamp our feet to bring the 
circulation of blood to their extremi- 
ties? Aye, where arc our thoughts? 
Whe.ro would they be? Anywhere but 
where wc are, although our vigilance 
never ceases. At last! Swiftly the 
word of release run3 along— and we 
stand down to begin another day, 
blear-eyed for lack of sleep, mud- 
spattered to the eyes, unshaven and 
unwashed, and the rations are not up. 
What a life, but cheer oh — parcels 
and letters come up to-day. And, if 
the fates arc kind, we can go out to- 
1 night to rest l'or a day. Host means 
trench digging, but ( thc shell fire is 
I farther away, and there is less strain 
jof (he nerves. Let us know when the 
war is over, won't you?

The excitement of great and moving 
events is necessarily transient, and 
men must, be prepared to do their duty 
steadfastly during long periods of 
dullness, yet it, is during these long 
dull periods that the services of the 
army surgeon are really of the ... lat- 
est value, though they may be dull and 
uneventful to himself. It is no doubt 
monotonous to be constantly watchful 
of the cleanliness of billets, to super- 
vise food, to prevent parasitic infec- 
tions, to treat sore feel, diarrhoea, or 
muscular rheumatism, and to do the 
thousand and one things which help 
to make the soldier an efficient fight- 
ing man. But the Medical Officer 
who does these things is doing at 
least as much for his country as the 
man who performs operations, or 
treats typhoid."

Students of the University 0 f Tor* 
onto are somewhat divided in opinion 
as to what form the next contribution 
to the Empire of university men should 
take. At a mass meeting, held under 
the auspices of the "Lit" (the LHerary 
and Scientific Society), the subject 
was under discussion for more than 
an hour, and at the end of that time it 
was decided to reserve further consid- 
eration for a later meeting to be heliT 
under the auspices of the University 
Council. 

The preponderance of opinion ex- 
pressed at the meeting appeared to be 
in favor of organizing two batteries or 
possibly a brigade of artillery from 
amongst University men. This is what 
the students would like to do, but It is 
a question If the proposal is practic- 
able. Many of the student speakers 
expressed preference for the organira- 
tion of an artillery, rather than an in- 
fantry unit, it bolng pointed out that a 
University man's training fits him for 
the technical part or an artilleryman's 
work. 

Hardly Practicable. 

President R. A. Falconer, who ad- 
dressed the meeting at considerable 
length, pointed out that, while he did 
not desire to iu any way dictate to the 
student body what policy they should 
pursue, declared that in his opinion 
the organization and training of a uni- 
versity artillery unit is hardly feas- 
ible. He had already taken the mat- 
ter up with the local military authori- 
ties, and had been informed by them 
that the great difficulty in training 
artillery is the scarcity of guns and 
horses Tor training purposes. He 
would not say, though, that the artil- 
lery scheme was an Impossible one, as 
military headquarters at Ottawa might 
arrange for tho necessary equipment. 
He had been told, however, that the 
training of an nrtillcry unit from the 
University might, prove a tedious and 
uncertain undertaking. 

lie suggested, as a alternative plan, 
that a university overseas training 
corps, of something liko 1,200 men, be 
formed among students and their 
friends, and that this corps should 
spcud the summer possibly at Niagara 
camp, under instruction. Tho recruits 
should all go iu as privates, and those 
the officers decided were suitable for 
commissioned rank should be tiaincd 
as officors. In this way the whole 
battalion would be thoroughly sifted 
through, according to their capabili- 
ties. After being trained, the officers, 
non-coms, and men would ue utiM/.ca 
In drafts to reinforce troops a'readv iD 
ihc field. 

Approved by Some 

This alternative sugegt-lion met with 
approval of many speakers, while oth- 
ers were of Ihc opinion that a small 
detachment of artillery might also b". 
formed for those desirous of joining 
this branch of the service. The whole 
matter stands in abeyance ur.ti; o fur- 
ther meeting, at which representatives 
from all branches of the University 
win be present.

He 
served with that unit until a short 
time ago. when he transferred to the 
Royal Flying Corps. No details have 
been received concerning the circum- 
stances of Lieut. Field's disappear- 
ance, but it is presumed that he failed 
to return from u mission upon which 
he was sent. 

Lieut, Field came of a family which 
has contributed many members to the 
fighting forces of the Empire. Me was 
a relative of Sir John French, and his 
father Is a lieutenant-colon.- 1 ! ill the 
Indian cavalry corps. Lieut. F!e'd at- 
tended Fettcs 'College, Edinburgh, be- 
fore coming to McGill. 



Two days after he landed in France, 
Pte. A. T. Fullerton. Scl. '16, was down 
with an attack of enteric and back in 
England. He is now in the hospital 
at Canterbury. Pte. Fullerton was 
with the 5th Canadian Mounted Rifles, 
and got no nearer to the trenches than 
ten miles away. He is now convales- 
cent.

Chicago. 111.— Students at the Uni- 
versity or Chicago finding work 
through its employment bureau earned 
$209,253.50 from July L 1014, to July 
1, 11)15, the bureau now makes report. 

The bureau filled 1,128 positions, 
employing 1,120 students, of whom L- 
192 were men and 22S women. The 
waiters earned by far the largest 
ajiiount, ¥23,333; I he clerks and cash- 
iers the next largest, Î16.792.91 ; 
houseworkers and cooks next, ?14>- 
070.15; and companions the next, Î12,- 
612.07. Tbc highest rate of pay was 
to the 20 tutors and governesses. $1.28 
per hour, musicians following with 
$1.15 per hour. The lowest was that 
of the single guard on an L train. 23 
cents per hour; close to him were the 
15C waitcre, who averaged 27 tenta.

It Is well for those who intend lo 
Join the 148th to thoroughly under- 
stand what is meant by the N. C. O. 
Instructional class. No battalion can 
be recruited without a nucleus of rirst- 
class well-trained men, capable of tak- 
ing charge of the new recruit as he :s 
sworn in; but the fact of Uicbc men

Naturally, the earlier a man gels 
into the game, the more opportunity 
be has of making himself efficient, so 
that it is well for every man to enroll 
himself immediately. 



The Australian transport men haa a 
nasty falal accident the other day. One 
of them was examining a shell which 
the Germans sent over to our lines 
some time and which did not explode. 
While handling the shell, il exploded 
and blew one man's head off and 
wounded one or two others. It is bad 
enough to be killed in warfare, but. it 
is particular!} tragic to nieeL with 
such an accident, We are going in.o 
the trenches in a few days' lime, and 
the officers have been inspecting them. 
One remarked that we were going Into 
a sea, so that will be some experience. 
Two weeks ago we moved some ton 
miles from here to do a period of fa- 
tigue work. For abom a week wr 
were in tents, and the mud round 
about «vas something awful, For the 
second week wo were in huis ou a 
hill-side. Al nigh I outside numerous 
rats were running around. 

On Friday we returned to our form- 
er billets. While away the boys were 
out digging and doing other trench 
work almost every da.*. Some worked 
through I he day. w hile others worked 
at nighi. The road oil which our bil- 



le! s w ere wao shelled for several days. 
While it -was going on one day, a com. 
puny of the boys were returning from 
work, but fortunately none were 
struck. Several of other companies 
were wounded, as well a3 two civil- 
ians killed. 

Just at present we are very com- 
fortable. Four of us are In a little 
outhouse of the farm, from which 
place we get. coal and have a delight- 
ful fire. About ten days ago I had a 
"time'' experience. Had to be around 
in the early morning, and the watch I 
had borrowed had stopped during the 
night and got agoing again, but In- 
stead of getting up at six. I was fully 
twenty minutes late. I hurried up and 
got everybody up and had breattast 
served out, so thai the fellows got out 
in time for parade. It was quite a 
rush, but came out all right I am 
orderly corporal just now-.

got the last Dailies. Hope the others 
w ill turn up soon.

Paris, France.— The special corres- 
pondent of the Temps in Geneva an- 
nounces that an association of swni 
university men has been formed, com- 
posed of both German and French- 
Swiss for the special purpose of 
watching that the intellectual integ- 
rity of Switzerland be maintained. 
This step has been taken on its being 
ascertain that in German-Switzerland 
there are colleges where 45 per cent, 
of the professors are aliens ; and in 
some the percentage is as high as 80 
per cent. It has been decided that the 
first meeting of the committee of the 
new association will be held in Ge- 
neva. Among the members of the 
committee are eminent men in the 
educational world whose declared 
sympathies are for the Allies. Not only 
intellectually, but commercially and 
Industrially, Switzerland must guard 
its independence with the utmnst 
watchfulness. Switzerland, says the 
Temps' correspondent, has begun her 
economic reorganization. Her future 
depends on tbe firmness of her Atti- 
tude. Over and over again she will 
bave to refuse- immediate advantages; 
but they will certainly be compensat- 
ed for by the moral benefit which will 
express itself practically when th"? 
neighboring nations, moved by the r?- 
spect which Switzerland arouses by 
her love of independence, double the 
credit which lies to her name.

The Hague, Holland— It is now def 
initcly announced by the Navy Depart 
ment that one or the two new 7,001» 
ton cruisers is to be built, at Amstor 
dam and the other at Flushing ; the 
plans are. however, to come from 
abroad. Various foreign companies 
have been invited to submit tenders, 
but a number of big English firms who 
were approached replied that they 
couldn't, co-operate, either because the 
British Admiralty made objections, orj 
because of the amount of work they 
had on hand, though they would b« 
glad to submit plans after the war.' 
From Germany, on the other hand, 
tenders were received from the Grv- 
mania and Vulkan yards, ihose of tbe 
latter yard, which belongs to the rum 
of Krupp, being selected. The cruis- 1 
ers will, therefore, be built in Holland, 
but in accordance with the drawings 
and under the supervision or the Vul- 
kan shipbuilding yard of Kiel. It is 
added that the control of a tiig foreign 
firm was necessary, as the two crull- 
ers are to be equipped with all the
